Republican Leaders Send Indignant Telegrams of Pro- 
test Demanding to Know Why Hiram Johnson did 
not Make Good His Promise to Deliver the Whole 
‘Progressive Vote to Hughes. 


~ ACRAMENTO, Nov. 9. Twente

Dissatisfied with the estimates 
sent out by the news agencies, there 
has been an attempt tonight to get 
something more definite on the 
votes of the mountain counties, es- 
pecially those in which there are 
scattered precincts. Telegraphic re- 
quests. went to the county seats of 
most 6f the smaller counties for of- 
ficial reports from the county. Re- 
ports from San Joaquin county show 
Hughes running ahead where atten- 
tion was paid to this feature. 

MANY SPLITS. 

‘Nearly every northern county re- 
ports that there was an unprecedent- 
ed amount of split tickets for Pres- 
idential electors voted. During the 
last two years there has been a 
constant agitation over nonpartisan- 
ship in California, especially among 
the Progressives. They objected to 
combination voting on the ballot; as 
they had no candidate of their own 
in California this year, thousands 
of them seem to have wandered 
aimlessly through the Republican 
and Democratic lists, 

Two Democratic _ electors, Mrs. 
Virginia Spinks and Mrs. Mary Mar- 
shall Wiley, 
not less than 1500 votes behind their 
tickets. If the Wilson majority on 
the head of the ticket is*not more 
than 2000 the two women are pretty 
certain to be nosed out by the heads 
of the Republican list. 

Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers are complaining alike about the 
defacts in the vresent election laws, 
which make no provision for the 
tabulating of the votes before the 
official count takes place.

LASTING PEACE 
GERMANY’S AIM. 


An International. League is 
the Hope. of Holloveg. 


More Inside History About 
the Causes of the War. 


Russian Mobilizarion Tanta- 
mount to Open Hostilities 


[BY WIRELESS AND 

BERLIN (via Sayville) Nov. 9.— 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
announced today that after the end- 
ing of the war Germany would co- 
operate in an endeavor to find a 
practical means for procuring a 
lasting peace by means of an inter- 
national league. 

The semiofficial Overseas News 
Agency gave out the following ac- 
count of the chancellor's address: 

“The Chancellor made before the 
Reichstag main committee a most 
important speech about the ques- 
tions of an international union for 
peace and connected with it the 
problem as to the origin of the pres- 
ent war. In doing so the Chancellor 
replied to the speech made by Lord 
Grey (British Foreign Secretary) to 
foreign newspaper men in which he 
said that the origin of the present 
War must influence peace conditions 
and that Germany would be entitled 
to ask for guarantees against future 
attacks if the present war really 
were forced upon Germany. Of 
course Lord Grey at once added 
that Germany's interpretation of 
the origin of the war was incorrect 
and that the war was not forced up- 
on Germany, but was forced by Ger- 


many 
The Chancellor stated that Lord 


[Grey by giving these explanations 


now holds the same opinion as Ger- 
many always had done in regard to 
the importance of the origin of the 
war. For both these reasons the 
Chancellor declares it Was necessary 
once more to discuss the question 
of the origin of the war. 

“The action which made the war 
unavoidable,” he said, was the 
Russian mobilization, ordered on 
the night of July 30-31 (1914.) 
Russia, England, France, the whole 
world knew that this step made it 
impossible for us to wait any longer 
and theft this step was synonymous 
with a declaration of war. The 
whole world—even England, too— 
now begins to comprehend the fate- 
ful importance of the Russian mo- 
bilization. Truth makes headway. 
An English scholar of world fame 
recently said: “Many people would 
think differently about the end of 
the war if they were better in- 


| formed about its origin. especially 


ai the facts of Russian mobiliza- 
tion.’ 

“It is no wonder, therefore, if 
Lord Grey could not leave the Rus- 
sian mobilization unmentioned.” 

The Chancellor said Lord Grey 
admitted that the Russian mobiliza- 
tion preceded the German and Aus- 
trian mobilizations. But since he 
desired to clear the Entente ofeuiilt, 
Lord Grey could not he referring 
to the Russian mobilizat 8 Ger- 
man's work. Lord that 
Russia mobilized its army y after 
it received a report that Germany 
had ordered mobilization. Lord 
Grey added that Germany had 
played a trick in order to provoke 
the other country into a defensive 


measure to which Germany could 


reply with an ultimatum. 

It was two years and three 
months before this version of the 
cause of the war occurred td Lord 
Grey, said the Chancellor, and he 
characterized it as a version which 
was as incorrect as it was new. The 
event at which Lord Grey hinted 
was known. The document, on 
which he based his argument, the 
Chancellor said, was a special edi- 
tion of the Berlin newspaper Lokal 
Anzeiger. 

The Chancellor recalted the fact 
that on Thursday, July 30, 1914, the 
Lokal Anzeiger early in the afternoon 
issued a special edition with the un- 
true report that the German Em- 
peror had ordered mobilization. The 
Chancellor added that every one in 
the Reichstag committee knew that 
the sale of this special edition was 
prohibited immediately by the police 
and that the Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs immediately informed the 
Russian Ambassador by telephone 
that this news was untrue. 


MOBILIZATION. 
The Chancellor, then recalled that 


Austro- Hungarian mobilization could 
be no excuse for a general Russian 
mobilization, sinee Austro-Hungary 
then had mobilized only eight army 
corps against Serbia, to which Russia 
on July 29 already had replied by 
mobilizing thirteen army corps. 
Only after the general Russian 


the morning of July 31, order a gen- 
eral mobilization. 

As to Germany, after the news of 
the general Russian mobilization it 
did not mobilize at once but at first 
only proclaimed a state of threatened 
danger of war. This was communi- 
cated to the Russian government and 
it was added that mobilization must 
follow if Russia did not stop all war 
measures against Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary within twelve hours. 
Thus Russia once more was given a 
delay, even when war already seemed 
unavoidable. Likewise Russia's allies 
and friends were given the possibil- 
ity of still using their influence with 


Russia, in the same direction as Ger- 


many with her ally, Austria-Hun- 
gary. 

Russia gave no answer. England 
remained silent to Russia, France 
through her Prime Minister, declared 
to the German Ambassador that Rus- 
sia had not mobilized, and ordered 
its own mobilization some hours be- 
fore Germany did, 


RUSSIAN ORDERS. 


The Chancellor continued: 

may state that at the outbreak 
of the war in 1914 there was still 
valid a general order of the Russian

Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg con- 
tinued: 

“Russia never would have decided 
upon this fateful] step if it had not 
been encouraged to do so from the 
Thames by actions and by failures to 
take action.’ 

Referring to the question of an in- 
ternational league for the preserva- 
tion of peace, the Chancellor said: 

“If at and after the end of the 
war the world will only become fully 


day 


conscious of the horrifying destruc- 
tion of life and property, then 
through the whole of humanity there 
will ring out a cry for peaceful a~- 
rangements and Widerstandings 
Which as far as is within human 
power will avoid the return of such 
n monstrous catastrophe. This cry 
will be so powerful and so justified 
that it must lead to some result.” 
“Germany will honestly co-operate 
in examination of every endeavor to 
find a practical solution and will col- 
laborate for its possible realization. 
This all the more if the war, as 
we expect and trust, shall create po- 
litical conditions that do full justice 
to the free development of all na- 
tions, of small as well as great na- 
tions. Then the principle of justice, 
not only on the continent, but also on 
the seas must be made valid. This, 
7 be sure, Lord Grey did not men- 
on. 


GREY'S IDEAS. 

~The Chancellor pointed out that 
Lord Grey's ideas in regard to inter- 
national guarantees of peace seemed 
to possess peculiar character in that 


they took into consideration only 
British wants. Neutrals which during 
the war had to accept in silence the 
British do ation of the seas were 
to form a unn after the war, when, 
England hopes, she will have con- 
quered Germany, in order to guaran- 
tee that the British plans will pre- 
vail under the new conditions. The 
chancellor said it was known on re- 
liable authority that in 1915 Great 
Britain and France promised to Rus- 
Sia dictatorial domination of Con- 
stantinople, the Bosphorus and the 
west shore of the Dardanelles, with 
the Hinterland, and that Asia Minor 
should be divided among the entente 
powers. 3 

These plans, he continued, prob- 
ably were of interest for neutrals 
who were expected to guarantee this 
order of things. The British govern- 
ment, he asserted, has kept silent in 
regard to these plans, in spite of 
questions asked in Parilament. 

“Such a policy of brute force,“ the 
Chancellor added, “cannot be the ba- 
sis of an efficient international league 
for peace. 

"These are the plans of our ene- 
mies for annexation, to which must 
be added Alsace and Lorraine; while 
I have never designated the annexa- 
tion of Belgium as our intentions 
when I spoke about aims of the war. 

The first condition for the evolu- 


tion of international relations by way 


of arbitration and peaceful com- 
promise of conflicting interests ought 
to be that no more aggressive coali- 


tions be formed,” the Chancellor 
continued’. 
READY TO ENTER. 


“Germany is ready at all times to 
enter a league of peace which will 
restrain the perturbator of peace. 

“The history of nternational re- 
lations before the war stands clear 


before the eyes of all the world. 
What made France join with Russia? 
Alsace and Lorraine. What did 
Russia want? Constantinople. Why 
did England join them? Because 
Germany had become too strong for 
her, by peaceful toil. And what did 
we want? Lord Grey says that Ger- 
many with her first offer of Bel- 
gium and French integrity wanted 
to purchase from England permis- 
sion to take of the French colonies 
whatever she pleased. Even to the 
most insane person in Germany it 
never occurred to assault France in 
order to rob her of her colonies. It 
was not this which was Europe's 
doom, but the fact that the British 
government feared French and Rus- 


sian plans of conquest which cold 


not be obtained without a Euro- 
pean war.’

Byram, whose reputation is unblem- 
ished, gave the secretary a frank 
explanation of the matter. 

Mr. Byram declared it was im- 
possible for him to arrive at the 
exact reason for the mistake in the 
count. He said it might have been 
the result of a catch of the wheels 
In the counting machine and it was 
not improbable that one of the op- 
erators had inadvertently made a 
mistake. 

“We have worked for 
many hours on this tabulation,” Mr — 
Byram said, and as we are only 
human beings we might have made 
an error, all of us having about 
reached the limit of our strength.” 
Mr. Groves accepted the explanation 
and departed after being assured by 
the registrar that he would be 
shown any reasonable courtesy. 
This did not mean, however, that 
he could send any man he wanted 
in the office to watch the count. 
The registrar reserved the right to 
pass upon the man. 

Earlier in the day the registrar 
willingly agreed to permit the ap- 
pointment of two men to guard the 
counted ballots as they were being 
transported from the old Courthouse 
to the Hall of Records. Milton K. 
s| Young represented the Democrats 
and Attorney Dunn the Republicans.

Two years agc 
I bought a setond-hand Studebaker 
thirty-five, from L. S. Weeks of 
Pasadena, and in a year and two 
months I had it all paid for. Since 
that time I have been making a liv- 
ing for myself and my little daugh- 
ter, Sarah, aged 12, by taking peo- 
ple for automobile and sight-seeking 
trips from the hotels in Los Angeles 
and Pasadena, with an occasional 
trip from real estate offices and 
other friends trying to help me 
Along.

When the $25,000 damage suit filed 
by Edward L. Whitman against the 
Pacific Electric for the-death of his 
wife, Inez Whitman, war yesterday

GODOWSKY BRINGS BRINGS NOVELTY 
NOTE AT LA T MOMENT. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Leopold Godowsky has a habit of 
doing the unusual. Now this is 
something we all expect of a musi- 
cian, but we frequently look for it 
in his life. Therefore Godowsky, 
just to be different and unusual, 
does the unusual in his music. 

Nine out of ten programmes 
played by pianists look alike to the 


average listener, and four out of five 


sound alike to him, but there is 


always a gathering of new names 
on a Godowsky programme. 

For once I thought things would 
be changed last night; that we were 
to have a traditional grouping of 


numbers with a sonata, a series of 


E hopin and perhaps a few novel- 
ties not off the beaten track. At the 
last moment Godowsky reversed. his 


decision, however, about the sonata; 
instead he pmyed the twenty-four 
preludes of Chopin. I thank him 
for this, because in these you get 
the breadth and the depth and the 
height of that greatest of all mas- 
ters of pianoforte music.

TLSON AND PERHAPS A Con- 
GRESSIONAL DEADLOCK, 

It now may be safely assumed that 
President Wilson has been re-elected—and 
California, betrayed and butchered Califor 
nia, did it. Not until the last returns from 


terday, Was it certain who had won. By 
common consent the result was in doubt un- 
til the verdict of California was definitely 
known. At 1 o’clock—yesterday afternoon 
the tabulation indicated that Hughes would 
carry California; but the count turned the 
other way and at 6 o’clock it was evident 
that Wilson had a lead of 3000 which further 
returns could not dissipate. Without Call- 
fornia Hughes could not win and the Re- 
publican leaders had to concede his defeat. 

It is apparent that there may be a legisla- 
tive deadlock at Washington. The House 
may be controlled by the Republicans or at 
least be Democratic by a dangerously small 
margin, likely to be disrupted, and the Sen- 
ate will be held dy the Democrats. This sit-. 
uation will prevent any radical changes in 
present policies. It will head off any addi- 
tional mischief that President Wilson 
might contemplate: and, on the other hand, 
it will hinder the enactment into law of the 
great Republican policies for the protection 
of the working people of America from the 
intense foreign competition bound to come 
at the end of the Puropean war. 

The United States east of the Rocky 
Mountains is now blessed with great pros- 
perity. Agricultural and manufacturing in- 
dustries are flourishing; factories and foun- 
dries are from one to two years behind 
with orders, notwithstanding large exten- 
sions of their plants; the railroads are con- 
gested with traffic; laborers have no diffi- 
culty in finding jobs at an increase of wages 
amounting during the last three years to 
over $3,000,000,000; the aggregate resources 
of the national banks of the United States 
exceed by three billions of dollars the ag- 
gregate resources of the national banks of 
England, France, Russia, Germany, the 
Netherlands and Japan, all combined. 

This marvelous prosperity began with 
the European war, and while it is idle to 
say that it will continue to increase when 
that war shall cease, it is equally idle to 
put 
an end to prosperity in America. , 

There are several factors not probably 
taken into consideration in judging what 
effect the termination of the European war 
will have upon American industries. One 
is that there must be financial recuperation 
in Europe and re-establishment of both gov- 
ernmenta! and individual credit as a condi- 
tion precedent to industrial growth there. 
Another is that the domestic needs of a 
nation must first be satisfied before there 
will be a surplus of goods for exportation. 
Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of the Washing- 
ton Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, at a dinner of the American Manu- 
facturers Export Association, stated that 
stocks of all kinds of goods in Europe are. 
exhausted, that the shelves of wholesale 
and retail houses are stripped, that in the 
factories machinery of obsolete design 18 
being pressed into service, that makeshifts 
are resorted to at every turn. that business 
organizations have been disrupted and la- 
bor organizations extinguished by the ab- 
sence of their members in the army, and 
that the railroads have been operating their 
machinery, rolling stock and equinment of 
all kinds without repairs and without re- 
newals. 

It may not be overlooked that both the 


up great funded debts which—if they are 
paid at all—must be paid off by taxes that 
will bear heavily on business and indus‘ry 
for a period longer than the lifetime of 
any human being now living, and if not 
paid they will illustrate the proverb that 
“repudiation is the most oppressive form 
of taxation.” | 

All these factors should be taken into con- 
sideration in determining what will be our 
industrial and business policies in the im- 
mediate future. And with Congress made 
up as it is likely to be, not much improve- 
ment in our national policies is to be ex- 
pected.

Whoever is elected President and 
whoever is defeated, it is the duty of the 
Republican party to prevent any more class 
legislation, as it is in its power to do The 
totem is a badge of servitude even as was 
the collar which the Saxon lords of old 
placed upon the necks of their thralls.

A laborer in this republic has an inher- 
ent and ineradicable right to work or re 
main idle as he chooses, and to sell his la- 
bor for as many or as few hours as he 
chooses, for as many or as few dollars as 
he chooses, and to such employer as he 
chooses. An employer has an equal right 
to select his employees and to pay them 
such wages as they may be willing to ac- 
cept for as many hours work as they may 
agree to labor. If he chooses to pay a 
skiliful, sober and industrious workman a 
larger compensation than he pays to an un- 
skillful and idle one, that is his privilege, 
with which neither a labor union nor Con- 
gress nor a State or municipal legislature 
has a right to interfere. | 

Legislation in the interest of a class, 
whether it is a class of laborers or a,class 
of employers of labor, is an outrage upon 
the elementary principles of free represent- 
ative government, and the legislator who is 
guilty of it should be turned neck and crop 
out of his seat with the imprint of a boot 
heel upon the place where he sits down. 

There ts no danger in this land of oppor- 
tunities, in this morning of the twentieth 
century, of a man who is willing to do any- 
thing useful that the world wants done, be- 
ing forced to remain idle or to accept for 
his work less than his work is worth, and 
an honest workman needs no legislative

ECAY OF OUR SHIPPING.

In 1846 our merchant ships brought to 
our shores 87.1 per cent. of our tmports 
and carried abroad 76.1 per cent. of our 


exports. In 1863 they carried only 63 per 
cent. of our imports and 69.7 per cent. of 
our exports. During the Civil War 100 of 
our ships were destroyed by Confederate 
cruisers and 700 were sold to Great Brit- 
ain. We continued losing our vessels by 
sales to foretgners and in 1870 we carried 
only 33.1 per cent. of our imports and 37.1 
per cent. of our exports. All the maritime 
powers of Europe subsidized their merchant 
ships. We refused to do so, and by 1910 we 
earried only 10 per cent. of our imports and 
7.5 per cent. of our exports. | 

Then there was a slight revival and in 
1913 we carried 11.4 per cent. of our im- 
ports and 9.17 per cent. of our exports. 
This advance was checked by the seaman's 
law and our Asiatic fleet was lessened by 
the language clause of that law. The Fu- 
ropean war also caused an advance in the 
number of our ships, which advance has 
been checked by the ship-purchasing bill 
which win put an end absolutely to what 
is left of our ocean-carrying trade to for- 
eign countries. 

The close of the European war will re- 
lease German ships now interned and will 
increase the number of allied ships. With 
low wages paid to their sailors, and liberal 
subsidies to the ship owners, the govern- 
ments of Europe will continue to exclude 
our ships from the foreign carrying trade. 
We can meet these conditions by repealing 
the seaman’s law, by liberal postal subven- 
tions, and by rebating Panama Canal tolls 
to all ships of American registry. Such 
remission would not be a violation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty which requires us to 
make no discrimination in toll charges be- 
tween ships of various nationalities, for it 
would be in the nature of a subsidy such 
as all the maritime nations of Europe be- 
stow upon their merchant vessels, and such 
as Great Britain openly gives by remitting 
toll charges on her ships which pass 
through the Suez Canal. 3 


MANLY DECISION. 
At Haverhill, Mass., last April, one 
Thomas E. Leyden gave, or attempted to 
give,-a lecture in the City Hall auditorium 
on Sunday afternoon, which was interrupted 
by the audience, who drove the speaker 
from the hall. He attempted to continue 
his talk the following night, and, anticipat- 
ing a renewal of trouble, demanded of the 
authorities police protection which was re 
fused him Notwithstanding fhe yefusal, he 
attempted to speak, but a mob broke up the 
meeting and drove him from the stand. 
The grand jury thereupon indicted the 
Mayor and four aldermen for alleged neglect 
to disperse ap unlawful assembly, and the 
case came to trial week before last. In the 
trial Judge Quinn of the Superior Crim- 
inal Court gave a charge to the jury which 


should be accepted as a guide to the action 


of the municipal authorities of every city 
which has to deal with tumultuous, riotous 
and law-defying assemblages whether con- 
sisting of followers of Emma Goldman, P. 
H. McCarthy, Sam Gompers, Job Harriman

and other apostles of anarchy, or at those 


who attempt to break up lawful assemblages 
of any kind. 

The judge charged the jury that if they 
were satisfied that the defendants— Mayor 
Bartlett and the four aldermen of Haver 
hill—had knowledge of an assembly that 
disturbed the peace of mind of the com- 
munity, put people in fear, endangered prop- 
erty and created a breach of the peace, then 
it was the defendant's duty not to placate 
the gathering, but to disperse it. 

Mr. Leyden had a perfect right, sald the 
judge, to express his beliefs and criticisms, 
which the mob prevented him from doing, 
and the defendants were culpable, if the 
lecturer was prevented from delivering his 
address. This country is founded on the 


Tight of free speech and it is the duty of 


the jury to uphold it. If there is any criti- 
cism of the church or State there can be 
no gag placed in the mouth of anyone who 
does it lawfully. It may be that this ex- 
pression is calculated to create a breach of 
the peace, in which case there are ways of 
meeting it, but not by surmounting the law. 
There is no question but Leyden had a 
right to speak, whether his intended expres- 
sions were disagreeable to any portion of 
the community or not.” 

The Times indorses the statement of Judge 
Quinn that “any gathering that is calculated 
to cause a breach of the peace is an unlaw- 
ful one.” 3 

Peace is that invisible sense of security 
which we all feel. It is the basis of govern- 
ment itself; the protection of property, life 
and home; that tranquillity which we must 
have in order to perform our daily duties. 
That peace may be broken without a word 
being spoken if a gathering by a force of 
numbers, disposition or intimidation, so

THE CONVICT’S RIGHT TO 
A WHOLE, NEW CHANCE. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
BY ROBERT J. M’KENTY, 


Warden of the Eastern Penitentiary 
of Pennsylvania. 


MAN died half a dozen years 
ago who left behind him a very 


little money, a daughter, many 
millions of friends and, in the hearts 
of those millions, a good name. To 
those millions he was O. Henry. 

During his short career he spoke 
evil of none; he saw good in every- | 
one; he gave to the millions who 
had learned to know him and love 
him the purest happiness, in meas- 
ure equalled by few whose riches 
have been merely money. When he 
died he was universally mourned. 
It is not too much to say that, for 
hig cheeriness, his tenderness and 
his art, there were hosts of the dis- 
cerning by whom his memory was 
revered. 

Now, in a biography in course of 
publication, the fact is disclosed 
that O. Henry served three years 
and three months in the Columbus 
(0.) State penitentiary as a con- 
vict under sentence for embezzie- 
ment ‘of funds of the First National 
Bank of Austin, Tex., during his em- 
ployment there as receiving and 
paying teller. His biography is 
quoted as declaring that the cir 
cumstances attending the accusation 
acquit him of actual guilt and that 
the publication of the facts can 
bring his memory into no discredit. 

O. Henry, dead, can feel nothing 
now of the obloquy attaching to 
the disclosure, apprehension of 
which may readily account for the 
retirement he preferred while his 
four million and the whole nation 
would have rejoiced to acclaim bim 
wherever he passed. But any con- 
vict, every convict, dead or alive, is 
not alone in his repute or his re- 


| proach. Near him are the members 


of his family; around him are his 
friends. All share. in his right to 
himself. If we choose to take ac- 
count only of O. Henry’s friends, 
then those whom this disclosure 
hurts are numberiless. Of all those 
friends, who hitherto have been in 
ignorance, there is not one who has 
failed to suffer some penalty for the 
shame revealed upon the man he 
cherished, 

There is no justification for dis- 
closure of the record of a convict 
who has served his term and pur- 
poses leading an honest life after 
wards. No consideration of a gen- 
eral good to follow as a consequence 
of the disclosure—for example, that 
O. Henry’s greatness was born of 
his imprisonment and reformation— 
could suffice as warrant for the 
deed. If a convicted embezzier, by 
pretense of unblemished reputation, 
had secured a pos'tion of trust where 
he was so situated that he could 
commit another embezzlement, and, 
if he had been under my charge 

his prison term, I would not 
fee) justified in revealing his record 
to his employer, although I would 
feel myself, because of my reticence, 
responsible for the protection of that 
employer’s funds. 

I acted on that principle in pre 
cisely such a case. A convict. an 
embezzler—released and, I was cer 
tain, reformed—concealed his prison 
record and obtained employment in 
a place of trust where he handled 
money. After some time he told 
me that an entertainment had 
been planned at his home to which 
were invited a number of guests. 
among them at least one, an ac- 
quaintance of his employer, who 
knew he had been a convict and 
surely would expose him. He ap 
pealed to me for advice; should he 
drop everything and run away, to 
try his luck elsewhere? I told him 
to stick. But he was in terror. I 
made him give me the name of the 
one man he dreaded. I Called up 
that man on the telephone and told 
him to be deaf, dumb and blind as 
to former convict’s identity and 
past; and he was deaf, dumb and 
blind. I knew all I was doing, and 
I knew I was taking no risk, for I 
bad my man’s conduct for years un- 
der my eye and I was in daily touch 
with him from the hour of his re 
lease. He held his position until he 
resigned it for a better one and, 
during the whole period of bis serv- 
ice, his employer remained ignorant 
of his past. 

The convict who has served his 
term has the right to a full, a whole 
chance, equal to the chance he would 
have had had he never been accused 
of crime—yes, and more, because in 
the handicap of life the cripple 
ought to be given at least some 
start over the sound competitors. 

O. Henry, guilty, reformed and 
dead, has every right to oblivion for 


the past he chose to ignore. 0. 


Henry, innocent—‘“framed” as a 
scapegoat in a bank that let its de 
positors help themselves to its cash 
like boys picking apples in an or- 
chard—becomes the victim of an 
offense that is worse.
